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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  February 

Total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  continued  i%&  seasonal  decline 
in  February  and  receipts  dropped  to  1,33*+  million  dollars.    This  drop  was 
less  than  generally  takes  place  "between  January  and  February,  however,  even 
allowing  for  the  extra  day  in  February  this  year.    The  3°  percent  decrease 
in  income  from  crops  was  greater  than  usual,  but  the  2  percent  decline  in 
livestock  and  livestock  products  was  much  less  than  ordinarily  occurs. 

Receipts  from  tobacco  dropped  more  sharply  than  usual  as  marketings 
of  Burley  types  fell  abruptly.    Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  was  only 
51  percent  of  January,  but  the  decline  was  no  greater  than  usual.  Receipts 
from  fruits  and  nuts  dropped  slightly,  but  ordinarily  the  decline  was  even 
less.    Income  from  apples  held  up  well  but  receipts  from  citrus  fruit 
decreased,  largely  because  of  a  sharp  drop  In  prices  caused  by  unusually 
large  supplies  of  oranges  and  grapefruit. 

Marketings  of  cattle  and  hogs  in  February  showed  only  moderate  declines 
as  compared  with  January  in  spite  of  the  2  day  difference  in  the  months,  and 
the  slight  increase  in  prices  brought  income  from  the  sale  of  cattle  and 
hogs  much  nearer  receipts  for  January  than  ordinarily  occurs.    Although  prices 
were  higher  for  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs,  marketings  were  down  and  income  j 
dropped  somewhat  more  than  it  generally  does.    The  decline  in  income  from 
meat  animals  as  a  whole,  however,  was  much  less  than  usual. 

While  a  smaller  proportion  of  milk  was  sold  at  retail  in  February 
than  in  the  previous  month,  total  milk  sold  both  at  wholesale  and  at  retail 
was  greater  than  in  January.     Income  from  all  dairy  products  was  about  the 
same  as  for  the  first  month  of  the  year,  while  ordinarily  there  is  a  seasonal 
decline . 
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<■*■'■  ••    The^  p-ric^pf.  -eggs,  in  February  .fell  of f  about  6  percent,  but  marketings 
increased  12  percent -.and  income  rose  rather  sharply.    Receipts  from  chickens 
and  broilers -advanced  over  the. month  before  as  a  greater  total  number  of  birds 
were;  sold  at  about.- the.  same  prices.    The  gain  in  income  from  poultry  and  eggs 
was  slightly  greater;,  than. usual .  • 

The  unrevised  estimate  of  .total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for 
January  and  February- was-  2,870.  million  .dollars  compared  with  2,387  million 
dollars  for' -the-  same  .2- months  last  year.    Increases  in  all  crop  groups  except 
oil-bearing  -crops  contributed  substantially  to  the  21  percent  gain  in  total 
receipts  from  crops  .--.-Greatly  increased  hog  marketings  were  largely  responsibl< 
"for  ;the_20  percent  rise  :in  income  ..from  livestock  and  livestock  products,  but 
larger  sales  of  both  milk  and  .eggs  helped,  materially.

Receipts  from  total  farm  marketings  for  the  United  States  during 
I  January:  were  22  percent  greater  than  for  January  19^3  •    Income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  rose  19  percent  while  receipts  from  crops  rose  26  per- 
cent above  the  same  month  last  year.

Plncome  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  ranged  from  9  percent 
..above  19^:in  the  North  Atlantic  region  to  25  percent j  above  in  the  West  North 
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Central  region.    In  the  States,  the  lowest . income,  as  compared  with  January 
I9U3,  was  16  percent  below  in  Arizona,  and  the  highest  was  47  percent  above 
in  Georgia.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  in  all  New  England  States  except 
Rhode  Island  were  lower  than  for  January  1943,  and  income  from  this  source 
was  also  low  in  Pennsylvania.    In  New  Hampshire,  receipts  from  dairy  product 
were  down  as  well.    "The  relatively  large  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  the  West  North  Central  region  was  due  to  substantial  increases  i 
meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products  in  all  States. 

Receipts  from  meat  animals  in  Arizona  dropped  26  percent  as  compared 
with  January  19^3,  which  accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  decline  in  income 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  that  State.     In  Montana,  receipts 
from  meat  animals  increased  56  percent  above  last  year,  which  was  responsibl 
for  most  of  the  gain  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  that

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  continued  high  from  sales  of  the  record  I9U3  potato  crop 
in  the  North  Atlantic  .Region  with  receipts  for  January  65  percent  higher 
than. for  the  same  month  last  year.    Increases  were  especially  pronounced  in 
Maine  and  New  York  —  J2.  'and  68  percent  respectively.    Although  production 
of  apples  for  19*+3  in  this  region  was  below  the  193^-^-1  average,  favorable 
prices  raised  income  in  January  to  27  percent  above  last  year.    The  increase 
in  receipts  was  particularly  large  in  New  York.    Larger  marketings  of  hay 
were  made  in  most  States  at  slightly  higher  prices,  to  bring  about  a  sub- 
stantial gain  for  the  region  as  a  whole.    Receipts  for  all  crops  in  January 
for  the  .North  Atlantic  (Region  were  38  percent  above  January  19U3. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region  was  up  9  percent  in  January  over  19^3»    Receipts  from  milk  sold  at 
wholesale  were  especially  high  in  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  and 
Pennsylvania. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Marketings  of  wheat  from  I9U3  crops  that  were  for  most  States  only 
slightly  below  those  of  19^2,  at  higher  prices,  resulted  in  a  gain  of  5U  per- 
cent in  the  January  I9UU  income  from  wheat  for  the  East  North  Central  Region, 
•  as  compared  with  the  same  month  in  19 ^3'    Income  from  potatoes  in  January  19^4 
was  much  higher  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin  than  in  January  19^3  and 
receipts,  for  the  region  showed  an  increase  of  IB  percent.    Higher  prices  in 
all  tobacco-growing  States,  as  well  as  increased  marketings  in  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  were .responsible  for  the  67  percent  increase  in  income  for  tobacco 
in  the  region*  ■  Receipts  for  all  crops  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  for 
January  19^4  were  3^  percent  greater  than  for  January  of  last  year. 

While 'receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  as  well  as  from  dairy  products  _ 
were  well  above  January  19^3  in  all  States,  income  from  hogs  made  outstanding 
gains  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Michigan.    Receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  were  18  percent  above  19^3  for  the  region. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Incomes  from  better  than  average  crops  of  oats  and  hay  were  higher 
than  in  January  I9U3  in  all  States  and  were  76  percent  bud  3^  percent  respec- 
tively, above  .. last  .year  for  the  region.    Receipts  from,  oil-bearing  crops, 
which  included  flaxseed  and  soybeans,  were  also  high  in  all  Stat es  Rising 
these  crops  and  income  for  the  region  was  5O  percent  above  19^3-    Hec eipt 8
